pose it, and the people will listen and 
judge. In this country it is. thank God. 
the people who listen and judge everv prop- 
osition which is snbmitt^. [Applause.] 

1 b»^)e for the heat. I know what a nation 
of iiassioB and prejudice is; it is violent 
and unreasonable, but it is transient— it 
speedily psases away. 

Chief Justice Chase, who it high in the 
co«6deoce of the radical party as well as 
high in place, here invites the Sonth to ' 
comte forward and propose a plau of recon- 
ciliation. This invitation is significant. 

It signifies that the radical leaders, com- 
prehending their own inability by lawful 
means to lireak up the present dead-lock, 
will consider a connter-project from the 
South, rather than precipitately enter 
upon a revolutionary courae The invita- ' 
tion is eaeonraging It is full of prom- 
ise.

Apart from total inactivity, no other hon- 
orable c«ume, ao far as we can see, is 
practicabie, and total inactivity is wise 
only whilst activity threatens to be useless 
or mischievont. So far as activity prom- 
ises to be salutary inactivity ceases to be 
masterly. The course in question is prac- 
ticable as well as honorable, and it prom- 
ises to be salutary. We think the South : 
should promptly enter upon it. 

The time has evidently come fur the 
Sooth to do something, if it can honora- I 
bly do anything. The Korth, through the 
respective organs of its several parties, 
has called upon the South to offer a coun- 
tir-prcgect. The New York World, 
speaking for the Democratic party, the 
New York Times, speaking for the mod- 
erate radioala. and now Chief Justice 
Chase, speaking for the extreme radicals, - 
all invite the South to come forward, and 
prt^Kiee what she thinks best In view of 
the shaadoB. Ilie North onanimously 
invites the South to offer a counter-project. 
In our judgment, this invitation cannot 
be prudently disregarded, if there it any 
feasible counter-project which the South 
may offer consistently with her own 
honor; and a constitutional convention 
if certainly such a counter-project. And 
we do not see that there is any other. 
We do not believe that there it any other. 
We, therefore, hope that the South, with 
cr urithont the recommendation of the 
lYesident, will propose this counter-pro- 
ject. though we sincerely hope, as we are 
inclined to believe, thsu the President will 
recummend it. If he does, he wHl in- 
stantly make a riff in the clouds that now 
darken our political heavens, letting in a 
burst of sunlight, and disclosing the crys- 
tal sky beyoad. The prospect would 
make the heart of the nation leap wiUi

W^st can be dune ? Clearly this . If 
the South will not accept restoraiien on 
the terms offered through the constitu- 
tional amenument, restoration ought to 
be forced upon tbem in some other way by 
Congress. This seems to us the only al- 
ternative. The interests of the North — «»f 
the wboie country— yes, the interests of 
^ South at well as the North— demand 
it It is lolly to talk of the rights of the 
Southern States We are in a quasi state 
cf war, the war ia not closed up while 
these States remain unreatored. and they 
are completely under the power and at the 
mercy it the North. The will of the 



declsre universal negro-suffrage estah 
lisbed in the Southern States, what will 
kappr-n in those States? Will negro-suf- 
frage happen? As far from it a.s possible. 
Whatever the S uthern whites might do 
or abstain from doing if oppressive laws 
were forced uj-oa them by constitutional 
means, they would never, unless con- 
strained by physical violence, submit to 
the impcisition of negro-suffrage npon 
their respective States in opi-n, audacious, 
and avowed defiance of the Constitution. 
They would, if their negroes should under 
such circumstances undertake to vote, 
drive them away from the polls. They 
wr-uld do this by a unanimous and rushing 
movement. They would use as much force 
and just such force a.s they should find 
necessary to effect the object. If would 
requirt as large Federal armies to carry 
out negro-suffrage in practice in the South 
as the United States had in the field 
during the war, and these armies would 
have to be standing armies, for, if they 
should at any time be withdrawn or dis- 
lianded, negro-suffrage would stop sudden 
ly short. Rut how could such armies be 
raised? Not from voluntiH’ring, for not 
one in ten of the people of the North, not 
one in ten even of the present radicals, 
would volunteer in such a cause. Could 
they be raised by draff or couscriplion? 
Assuredly not. A resort to so harsh and 
extreme a measure to get up permanent 
military hosts, which, by the tremendous 
increase of the public debt, could not fail 
to make the country utterly and hopelessly 
liankrupt in less than twelve months, 
wonld inevitably create such popular agi- 
tations. such national convulsions, as no 
parly or Congress could hope to live 
tbrc'ugh.
